In Case You Missed It: The Baysox salvaged the final game of the series against Portland with a 10-4 win on Sunday 
afternoon. Bowie pounded out 12 hits in the victory, including four from Jesmuel Valentin, which tied a career-high 
and the most for any Baysox player in a game this season. Valentin and Rylan Bannon each drove in two runs, while 
Anderson Feliz had three RBIs. Valentin, Felizand Mason McCoy each had multi-run games as well. After a bit of a 
shaky start on the mound, Dean Kremer recovered to pitch 6.2 solid innings and earn his eighth win of the season. 

Baysox Starter: LHP Zac Lowther will make his team-leading 21st start of the season for the Baysox today. Lowther 
took a no-decision in his last outing against Reading, allowing two earned runs in 5.0 innings. Lowther is the Eastern 
League leader with 11 wins and a .194 batting average against. He also ranks near the top of the league in ERA (3rd, 
2.64), strikeouts (3rd, 106), winning percentage (3rd, .690), innings (6th, 110.0) and WHIP (T-9th, 1.15). This will be 
Lowther's second start of the season against Trenton. On June 14, he struck out seven batters and yielded just one hit 
in 5.0 scoreless innings against the Thunder. The 23-year-old has been an Eastern League All-Star and won an Eastern 
League Player of the Week this season, and is ranked as the #10 prospect in the Orioles' organization by MLB.com. 

In the Other Corner: RHP Nick Green makes his 11th appearance and ninth start of the season for the Thunder today. 
Green has struggled this year, pitching to a 7.91 ERA in 46.2 innings. In his last start, Green allowed just one earned run 
in 5.2 innings and picked up the win against Altoona. Prior to that, Green had allowed a combined 24 earned runs on 
34 hits in 17.2 innings over his previous four starts. Green made four appearances in April for theThunder, but suffered 
a shoulder injury that cost him nearly two months. The 24-year-old made three rehab starts with the Staten Island 
Yankees before returning to the Trenton roster at the end of June. In 2018, Green was a Florida State League All-Star 
with Advanced-A Tampa, and made his final three starts of the season with Trenton, including throwing 7.0 scoreless 
innings in his season finale. Green was selected by Arizona Diamondbacks in the 2018 Rule 5 Draft, but was returned 
to the Yankees after not making the DBacks Opening Day roster. Green was originally acquired by the Yankees from the 
Rangers in 2016 in the same trade that sent future Baysox RHP Dillon Tate to New York. 

Strong Series for Valentin: INF Jesmuel Valentin went 8-10 (.800) with two RBIs, five runs scored and two walks in 
the series against Portland. After scoring three runs in the series opener, Valentin was on-base four times in the second 
contest and tied a career-high with four hits in the series finale on Sunday. 

Welcome Back Anderson: After spending the majority of the season withTriple-A Norfolk, Bowie's Opening Day 3B 
Anderson Feliz returned to the team prior to Saturday's game against Portland. In two starts last weekend, Feliz was 3-7 
with four RBIs and two runs scored. In nine games total with the Baysox this season, Feliz is 11 -33 (.333) with one home 
run, 11 RBIs, six runs scored and four stolen bases. Feliz has multiple hits and multiple RBIs in four of his nine games 
with Bowie in 2019. 

40 Wins in Two Months: The Baysox made history winning 40 games between June and July, the most in consecutive 
months in the franchise's existance. Bowie went 20-7 in June, the best record in any month in team history, then 
followed that with a 20-8 month of July. The two-month record 40-15 was the best in professional baseball, and Bowie 
won 15 of 16 series during that stretch. 

July Numbers: During the month of July, Bowie went 20-8, thanks to having the best ERA (2.46) and WHIP (1.10) in the 
Eastern League, with that 2.46 ERA being the lowest for any Eastern League team in any month since Akron posted a 
2.34 ERA in April of 2018. Bowie ranked second in batting average (.260), runs scored (138), on-base percentage (.334), 
slugging percentage (.417) and OPS (.751). On the mound, Baysox starters combined to go 15-2 with a 2.17 ERA in 169.2 
innings. At the plate, Yusniel Diaz led the Eastern League with 22 RBI and Carlos Perez had a 27-game on-base streak, 
tied for the longest in the league this season. 

Down the Stretch They Go: With less than four weeks left in the regular season, Bowie and Erie are in a tight race for 
the second-half West Division title. Erie currently has a 2.0-game lead and 27 games to play, while the Baysox have 29 
games remaining. After playing 18 games against each other in April and May, the Baysox and SeaWolves do not play 
each other again this season. 

Baysox and Thunder: Tonight's game opens a three-game series between Bowie and Trenton. It is the second and final 
time that the two clubs will meet this season. The previous series was in Bowie from June 14-16. The Baysox took two of 
three from the first-half East Division champions, outscoring the Thunder 15-8. Carlos Perez, Yusniel Diaz and Ademar 
Rifaela combined to go 15-28 (.536) with one home run and eight RBIs in that series. 

This Day in History: On August 6, 2015, Trey Mancini went 4-4 with two RBIs in a Baysox 4-3 win over Binghamton.
